Velocity of Radio Is 
Measured by Experts 


W ashington.—M easurements of the 
velocity of radio im pulses were made 
here recently by experts of the Radio 
Corporation of America.

tion picture film device, a radio signal 
w as recorded as making a circuit of 
8,500 m iles In 0.054 second 
between 
the corporation’s sending 
station 
at 
New Brunswick, N. J., and W arsaw, 
Poland. 
A 14-tube receiving set, with which 
the tim ing device operated, caught the 
signal as it was sent from a key In 
the Radio Corporation’s office In New 
York and again as It cam e back on a 
low er wave length from W arsaw. The 
photographic record was produced by 
an indicator attached to the receiving 
set and the time w as measured by the 
distance between the photographic Im­ 
pressions on the film. 
A carefully calculated deduction was 
made for the slower wire transmission 
between 
the 
sending 
key 
and 
the 
broadcasting froint on this side, and 
between the receiving and sending sta­ 
tions at W arsaw. With the wire truns 
mission included, the lapse of time 
between the sending and return of the 
signal was figured at 0.130 second.

School Children Are

Beat to Keep Well. 


W e have in Ohio a law which says 
all schools m ust have medical inspec­ 
tion. but by an am endm ent to this law 
it was not made compulsory. 
The departm ent 
of health 
urges 
every community to have this inspec­ 
tion of schools if possible thru the co­ 
operation of the Benevolent associa­ 
tion. tile school board and Medical so­ 
ciety vv. 
have been able to carry it 
thru in Circleville. 
All this 
year, 
Miss 
Phelps 
has 
weighed the children and 
examined 
their throats—but could go no further. 
We are not able to pay a community 
health doctor, so the next plan is to 
ask parents to send the children to 
their own physician for the examina­ 
tion.

Cards have been given each child 
which the doctor will 
fill 
out. 
This 
card is returned to the school where 
teachers and health workers can see 
and know just w here to place the child 
and w hat he is able to do in physical 
training as well as 
other 
work in 
school. 
However, it is the 
duty 
of every 
p arent to look these cards over and if 
they find the child needs attention, we 
urge that they seriously consider the 
situation and have the trouble cor­ 
rected if possible, 
Is it not better to keep well ra th e r 
th an wait 
until sickness overtakes 
these little folks, or 
worse perhaps, 
keeps them unfit for school and their 
life work? 
We have proven by giving/ milk to 
the under nourished 
children 
that 
they do much 
better 
work. 
What 
wamld it mean, if the eyes, ears, teeth 
and throat w’ere cared for In all chil­ 
dren? 
It is sad 
to neglect 
them ; 
which m eans handicapped thru life. 
W e are trying to help parents make 
happy, useful children and In the end 
good citizens. 
See that 
your 
chil­ 
d re n ’s cards are properly filled out and 
returned to the schools as soon as 
possible.
